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Map speedup, 
calendar add > 
college woes

A tentative map placing all territory 
within specific junior college districts is to 
be issued early, further complicati 
Quad-Cityans’ attempt to exercise a fret 
choice, it was learned today. ) 

Illinois Junior College Board guidelines 
give the Granite City, Madison and Venice 
community unit school districts until Dec. 
1 to say whether they prefer to join the 
Belleville Area College or Lewis and Clark 
College at Godfrey. 

The guidelines call for a proposed state 
map to be filed by Feb. 1, 1974, followed by 
filing of a final map by June 30. 

However, the IJCB staff has said it wants 
this community : to be a part of Lewis and 
Clark. And it now says it is preparing the 
proposed map for issuance Nov. 16, with a 
public hearing Nov. 17. 

The timing is crucial because local 
school systems have not yet been in a 
position to take up the Godfrey-or- 
Belleville question, Their request for a 
brand new district, Southwestern Com- 
munity College, is still pending before the 
WCB. 

Provision of junior college services is 
mandatory under Illinois law. The right of 
a school system to tax for college tuition 
payments expires next July 1. 

After that, non-college-territory schools 
would still have to pay the tuition of their 
residents traveling to a junior college, but 
there would be no tax revenue to meet it. 
Instead, the tuition costs would have to be 
paid by squeezing out part of the public 
school systems’ present services. 

New junior college districts and an- 
nexations are to become effective as of 
Aug. 1, 1974. 

Formation of a new district remains the 
first choice of the three Quad-City boards 
of education and also of the study group 
formed a year ago by the Tri-Cities Area 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Subtly and then openly, the IJCB staff 
has placed obstacles in the path toward 
creating a new district. Its negative 
recommendation is awaiting action by 
the Junior College Board Oct. 19. 

The next subsequent IJCB meeting is 
Nov, 16. 

There will be no Belleville Area College 
board meeting between the IJCB’s Oct. 19 
meeting, when it may reject the South- 
western College petition, and the Nov. 16 
OJCB session, when the proposed 


statewide map is to be presented. 

By a calendar quirk, the third- 
Wednesday BAC board meetings will fall 
on Oct. 17 and Nov. 21. 

If the Quad-Cities act to join a particular 
junior college, the board of that college 
“must by resolution filed with the IJCB 
agree to such annexation” before the [JCB 
would consider it. Even then, the JCB 
would not have to approve the requested 
annexation. 

The thread by which this community 
has retained the hope of college self- 
determination apparently has been 
thinner than the study group was led 
to believe by IJCB administrators. 

‘The latter on several occasions have 
described multiple options and then 
quickly taken other steps which had 
the effect of negating most of the 
choices. 

Now that the prospect of an entirely new 
district has become the target of perhaps 
mortal wounds inflicted by Dr. Fred L. 
Wellman, IJCB executive secretary, and 
his staff, the principal remaining question 
is whether an annexation choice exists. 

There would have been no local option 
unless the move for a new district was 
made by June 30, 1973. 

The petitions which were filed by that 
date ask for an election to be held on 
creating a new district. That proposal is 
likely to be formally denied on Oct. 19, 
judging by the IJCB staff's comments. 

It has been assumed that, upon a 
rejection of Southwestern, local school 
boards could then designate the existing 
junior college which they prefer to join. 

The original law permits a choice to be 
voiced if a non-college area adjoins two or 
more districts. 

‘A newly-signed law changes “adjoining” 
to “near.” 

‘The Quad-Cities adjoin Lewis and Clark 

and also the Collinsville school system's 
boundaries. Collinsville Schools and BAC 
both have asked the IJCB to place Collins: 
ville in BAC, but the IJCB has marked 
time on that request while hurrying to act 
regarding the Quad-Cities. 

‘The Press-Record disclosed Sept. 17 
that Dr. Wellman had said he would 
four days later at Freeport “recom- 
mend That the Tri-City area annex to 
Lewis and Clark Community College.” 
Actual consideration of the Southwestern 

petitions Sept. 21 was postponed at local 
residents’ request until the Oct. 19 IJCB 
session, to be held at Rend Lake. 


Most students 
favor Belleville 


Assuming that a junior college is 
mandatory. and that the state will block 
formation of an entirely new college here, 

should the Quad-Cities join Belleville: 
Area College at Belleville or Lewis and 
Clark Community College at Godfrey? 

The decision may or may not be up to 
local residents, The Illinois Junior College 
Board could consider the wishes of tax- 
paying citizens here, but there is a 
possivility the IJCB may decide that it 
knows best. 

But assuming that the IJCB will listen to 
Quad-Cityans, what- is their preference? 

One of the yardsticks may be the choice 
which has been made by those who benefit 
most directly from junior college serv- 
ices—the students. 

By to 129, those applying for 
tuition reimbursement have selected 
BAC rather than L&C. 

‘The margin favoring Belleville by school 
systems is 203-121 in Granite City-Pontoon 
Beach-Mitchell, 38-7 in Madison and North 
Venice and 12-1 in South Venice-Eagle 
Park. 

Other Granite City selections include 
Lakeland 2, Illinois Eastern 2, Sandburg 1 
and Rend Lake, 1. Other Madison selec- 
tions are Illinois Eastern 2, Lakeland 2, 
Parkland 2 and Kankakee, 1. 

‘Tax rates of the two junior colleges for 
each $100 of assessed valuation are 27.4 
cents for Lewis and Clark and 20.9 cents for 
Belleville. The proposed Southwestern rate 
is 20 cents. 

Assessments total $500 million-in BAC 
and $690 million in L&C. 

Based on a $277 million Quad-City 

assessment, Lewis and Clark would 

collect $758,980 here each year. If this 
community was a part of BAC, the tax 
total would be $578,930, or $180,050 less. 

Added to the BAC valuation, the $277 
million local assessment probably would 
result in a lowering of the 20.9-cent rate, 
reducing the taxation here below the pro- 
jected $578,930 figure. 

This outlook of a tax reduction is the 
estimate of the Tri-Cities Area Chamber of 
Commerce Junior College Study Com- 
mittee, which foresees no such reduction if 
this community were annexed to L&C. 

Lewis & Clark got a lightning-fast start 
on classroom instruction and instant ac- 
creditation by purchasing the former 
Monticello College. 

But the attractive campus that was ac- 


quired contains many elderly buildings 
needing replacement with new structures 
as rapidly as L&C can generate the 
property taxes to supplement state funds. 
The Study Committee says of 

Belleville Area College that its **25- 

year history evidences a stable and fis- 

cally sound institution. 

“The distance to BAC is approximately 
the same as the distance to the God- 
frey campus of L&C.” 

Regarding Lewis & Clark, the com 
mittee found it has been “experiencing 
extremely heavy costs, perhaps-partially 
due to the fact that it came into existence 
only a few years ago. 

“The uncertainty of future operational 
cost factors of L&C, its continued growth to 
the north of Godfrey and into Greene, Pike, 
Calhoun and Jersey counties, and its need 
to spend its finances to improve its Godfrey 
campus were all factors determined un- 
favorable.” 

Some antagonism between L&C officials 
and Quad-Cityans developed when it was 
proposed that Edwardsville be detached 
from L&C to kelp form a new district along 
with Collinsville and the Quad-Cities. 

The detachment idea. was voiced by Dr. 
Wellman rather than by local residents, 
however. 

Relations between L&C adi 
and some of their department heads and 
taculty members have become chaotic on 
several occasions, with a variety of 
charges hurled back and forth at mass 
meetings. 

Although both the Quad-Cities and L&C 
are in Madison County and BAC is in St. 
Clair County, leading to the assumptions of 
close ties with Godfrey, there is con- 
siderable strain between the Alton-Godfrey 
area and this community. 

Certain Alton interests have fomented 
disrespect for the Quad-Cities, partly in 
frustration from Alton’s partial loss of in- 
fluence over Madison County government. 
Fewer Altonians and more Quad-Cityans 
are elected to county offices than was the 
case in past-decades. 

The Altoninterests have “hit the ceiling” 
over the continuing junior college study, 
warning Altonians darkly this year about 


’ “the South Side gang.” 


They repeatedly infer that the local area 
is synonymous with “‘corruption’’ and 
“Machine politics.”

October in Illinois history — 


financial panic a century ago 


‘The big news in Mlinois one 
hundred years ago—October 
1873—was the famous financial 
panic that had started in the 
East in and 
was ing to be felt ii 
i pepaning It in the 

Although newspapers did not 
then suspect it, the Panic of 1873 
was to be followed by one of the 
worst’ depressions in the 
nation's history. ~ 

The basic causes were 
worldwide: the American Civil 
War and the Franco-Prussian 
a Aerie Eroeaiak wars in 

. Europe; opening of the Suez 
Canal; and overinvestment in 
railroads in Europe, South 
America and the United 
States—as well as other forms 
of tion. 


The first result was the 
failure of several large eastern 
firms followed by a 10-day 
closing of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

The development of Illinois’ 
share in this catastrophe can be 
traced in the files of more than 
110 newspapers of the period in 
the Mlinois State Historical 
Library's collection of 40,000 
reels of microfilm of the state's 
newspapers, 

‘The era was at the beginning 
of Ilinoisan Ulysses S. Grant's 
second term as President—be 
was. inaugurated the preceding 
March 4. 

John L. Beveridge, Ilinois’ 
lieutenant governor, had 
become governor on Jan. 23, 
when Richard J. Oglesby 
resigned ten days into his 
second term to accept a seat in 
the U. S. Senate. 

Chicago had been practically 
reconstructed since the Great 
Fire of October 1871, and to 
celebrate this accomplishment 
a “Great Inter-State Industrial 
Exposition” was being held. 
The railroads were running 
special excursions trains to 
the city. 

With each issue, most 
newspapers professed to see 
signs that business was im- 
proving—but at the same time

they were reporting new 
bankruptcies. 

Many Illinois banks either 
closed or suspended operations. 

When the Aurora 
correspondent for the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean saw a local bank 
president hurrying downtown 
early one morning, he became 
alarmed but learned ‘the man 
‘of greenbacks had forgotten the 
previous evening to get any 
beefsteak for breakfast.”" 

That “man of greenbacks’’ 
possibly had other worries but 
he probably did not have to 
worry too much about the price 
of “beefsteak for breakfast.” 

During that October, prime 3- 
toS-year-old steers weighing 
1,200 to 1,400 pounds were 
selling for '$5.25 to $5.60 per 
hundred pounds. 

The price of wheat was 93 
cents to $1.05 per bushel, 
depending on quality, and corn 
See selling Tors6 cents.a bushel. 

After a survey of the financial 
district, the Chicago Tribune 
proclaimed on Oct. 2 that “The 
worst is over." 

A week later the Illinois State 
Journal (Springfield) com- 
mented, “While the recent 
panic afforded an excellent 
opportunity for suspension of a 
church and benevolent con- 
tributions, no places of 
amusement were closed, nor 
were their receipts diminished 
in consequence of the monetary 
scare.” 

Advertisements in the 
Tribune that month were for a 
variety of entertainment fare. 

The Globe, which called itself 
“the People’s Theater,” was 
showing ‘‘Ned Buntline and His 
Dashing Scouts.” MeVicker's 
Theater was presenting a 
revival of ‘‘last season's 
greatest success, ‘Saratoga.’ ” 

The show at Hooley’s 
Theater—“The Parlor Home of 
Comedy"—was “H. A. Web- 
ber’s powerful dramatization of 
Wilke Collins’ Great Novel, 
‘Man and Wife.’ " 

Entertaining at Myers’ Opera 
House were Arlington, Cotton 
and Kemble's Minstrels. 

At that time the Illinois State 
Journal published a column on 
page 2 of each issue titled 
“State News" and consisting of 
one-sentence notes.

New insurance program 


A new insurance program for 
Granite City employes under 
which the city expects to save 
approximately $28,000 per year 
and still provide employes with 
the same coverage they now 
have, was approved by the City 
Council at a regular meeting 
last week. 

The change will give the city’s 
health insurance to the Golden 
Rule Insurance Co., based at 
Lawrenceville, Tll., and the life 
insurance. coverage to State 
Farm Insurance Co. 

The program was presented 


by the council's Finance 
Committee, headed by 
Alderman Gerald Parmley. The 
new plan was approved on a 
motion by Ronald Coleman, a 
member of the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Insurance coverage provided 
by the two firms will replace 
Blue Cross and the Fort 
Dearborn Insurance Co. which 
now provides health insurance 
and life insurance, respectively. 

Parmley noted that although 
13 insurance companies picked 
up specifications to bid on in-

surance, only two bids were 
received. He said this was due 
to the city’s “poor experience” 
in insurance claims. 

Coleman also obtained ap- 
proval of a motion calling for a 
resolution that former city 
employes who still carry group 
insurance they originally had 
wit the city, not be included in 

city insurance program as 
part of the group. 

He said present ordinances 
provide for group inclusion of 
disabled or retired employes, 
but that the city should not 


include persons who were 
defeated in elections or 
dismissed in a change of ad- 
ministration. 

Coleman and Parmley also 
explained that — while the 
premiums paid to the new in- 
surance carriers will be $2,841 
more than the cost under the 
existing program with Blue 
Cross and the Fort Dearborn 
-company—the total cost will be 
$28,000 less than the present 
program would have been 
under a rate increase projected 
by these companies for the 
year.

Selective Service Director Dean 
Sweet is being removed from 
his $28,600-a-year post by Gov. 
Daniel Walker. 

Walker plans to replace 
Sweet, a Republican and one- 
time Sangamon  Gounty 
treasyrer, with Lt. Gol. William 
Robert Kinscherff, a one-time 
Illinoisan now with the 
California Selective Service 
office. 

Sweet said he learned he was 
being replaced not from Walker 
but in a telegram from National 
Selective Service System 
director Byron Pepitone. 

Pepitone told Sweet Walker 
had recommended Kinscherff 
for the post and he would 
assume the appointment Oct. 
15. Sweet’s last day on the job 
will be Oct. 12. State selective 
service directors are appointed 
by the President on the 
recommendation of the 
governor. As a matter of 
practice, the President names 
whomever the governor 
nominates. 

Sweet, who assumed the post 
in December 1970 upon the 
recommendation of then Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie, chalked up his 
dismissal to politics. 

The Springfield Republican, 
who has steered clear of politics 


since his appointment, said he is 
only the fourth person to hold 
the post since 1940 and past 
governors regarded the ap- 
pointment as non-political. He 
came into the post because John 
Hammack resigned. 

Sweet also said the Illinois 
director “has always been a 
civilian.” Sweet retired 
recently from the Illinois 
National Guard with the rank of 
brigadier general but wasn’t on 
active duty as is his successor. 
He also said it was his un- 
derstanding his successor has a 
brother who was active in 
Walker's campaign. 

“It’s unfortunate that politics 
has to enter into this,” Sweet 
said. “It’s unfortunate for the 
citizens of Illinois that they 
have to bring someone in from 
out of state. The fortunate 
aspect is that Selective Service 
will have someone who has 
experience in the field.” 

Mark Clark, assistant press 
secretary to the governor, said 
Walker was replacing Sweet 
“for the same reason he 
replaces anybody else in 
cabinet level positions, he wants 
his own people.” 

Clark also maintained nobody 
in the governor's office was 
familiar with a- Kinscherff 
having played a role in Walker's 
campaign.

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Last spring we were warned 
that a gasoline shortage would 
overtake the United States of 
America before the summer was 
over. The summer is past, and 
we seem to have weathered the 
shortage in relatively good shape. 
True, some service stations ran 
out of gas from time to time, and 
many motorists made some last- 
minute changes in their travel 
plans. However, we have come 
through the peak period of gaso- 
line consumption with no crip- 
pling effect on the country’s com- 
merce. 

With demand for gasoline now 
moving back to fall and winter 
norms, refineries are concentrat- 
ing on production of fuel oil for the 
peak in demand that comes each 
winter. Again, a shortage is loom- 
ing. This time we are gambling 
against more serious odds. While 
most Americans can cut down on 
the use of their car or cars without 
much discomfort, shutting down a 
furnace in the dead of winter is 
another matter. When we consid- 
er that fuel needed to keep indus- 
try humming might have-.to be di- 
verted to keep people warm, we 
can see an ominous economic im- 
pact if a serious shortage materi- 
alizes. 7 

John A. Love, head of the Pres- 
ident’s new energy policy office, 
takes a dim view of the bill mov- 
ing through Congress which would 
meet this problem by mandating 
an allocation program to see that 
Umited supplies of fuel oil are dis- 
tributed fairly. As he points out, 
this would only ‘‘spread the short- 
age around." The real aim should 
be to avert a shortage by getting 
fuel stocks in balance with antici- 
pated demand.

FINANCING of federal election 
campaigns with public funds has 
captured the fancy of a majority 
of our senators of both major po- 
litical faiths. 

The American people, however, 
have shown less enthusiasm for 
the concept as indicated by sparse 
initial response to the dollar tax 
chechoff system, which became 
operational on 1972 income tax re- 
turas. 

Despite the abuses in current 
eléction funding practices re- 
vealed by the Watergate hear- 
ings, there is no persuasive evi- 
dence that taxpayer financing is 
an idea whose time has come. 

The goal of ‘“‘more equitable 
contests,”’ espoused by a coalition 
of 33 Democrats and 20 Republi- 
cans in an appeal to a Senate sub- 
committee, is beyond criticism. 

But the assumption that the de- 
sirable objective can be achieved 
by turning campaign bills over to 
the public is questionable even 
under the doubtful premise that a 
reluctant public would agree and 


a workable program could be de-° 
vised. 


IT IS INDEED possible that fi- 
naticing of general elections 
through tax funds is feasible. The 
availability of public money, :dis- 
tributed to serious candidates un- 
der an equitable formula, could be 
a welcome alternative to the flood 
of cash from organizations or in- 
dividuals seeking federal rulings 
or legislation favorable to their 
interests. 

But the program would be futile 
if it did not apply to primary elec- 
tion campaigns and public fund-

Energy policy followed by each individual in his daily life can 
affect America’s ability to weather the worsening fuel shortage 


this winter will depend on the 
weather. No one can predict 
whether it will be a hard winter or 
a mild one, a problem which is es-- 
pecially critical in the Midwest 
and Northeast where winter fuel 
demands are heaviest. It would be 
prudent, however, to prepare for 
a winter colder than average, and 
that will require a searching look 
at the way we are producing and 
stockpiling fuel and the way we 
will use it. 

It goes without saying that do- 
mestic production of oil and natu- 
ral gas needs to be stimylated. 
There are other less obvious ave- 
nues, however. Air pollution regu- 
lations, for instance, are dictating 
the use of only low sulfur oil in 
many communities and have 
phased out the burning of coal al- 
together. These regulations are 
understandable in terms of pro- 
tecting air quality, but they must 
be flexible enough to permit the 
use of: secondary fuels on an 
emergency basis if the alternative 
is a heating crisis. 

Above all, programs to stretch 
out our fuel resources must be ac- 
companied by efforts to eliminate 
waste of heat. Thermostats set too 
high, poorly insulated buildings, 
windows left open when they 
should be closed — all offer oppor- 
tunities to make a gallon of heat- 
ing oil go farther. Moreover, if the 
price of gasoline is not making us 
more mindful of how we use our 
cars, then we should consider that 
our demand for gasoline deter- 
mines how much refinery capac- 
ity can be devoted to fuel oil pro- 
duction. , 

Government agencies can go 
only so far in giving us a national 
energy policy. The one we follow 
in our daily lives is just as impor- 
tant.

AND SENATE leaders Republi- 
can Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania 
and Democrat Edward M. Ken- 
nedy of Massachusetts, acknowl- 
edging the political instincts of 
their colleagues, have conceded 
that the Senate is not prepared to 
extend the system to primary 
elections. 

Sen. Alan Cranston has esti- 
mated the cost of biannual federal 
elections at $176 miilion a year 
should the public assume the 
campaign bill. The American peo- 
ple may be justifiably skeptical of 
the California Democrat's conclu- 
sion that by picking up the tab 
they can assure “truly represen- 
tative government.” 


The -scramble for campaign 
funds is a traditional and practi- 
cal step in the office-seeking pro- 
cesses. The task gives the poten- 
tial candidate an early indication 
of the support he can expect at the 
polling place. He may either forge 
ahead or withdraw gracefully. 


‘ CAMPAIGN reforms adopted 
by Congress in 1971 offer adequate 
safeguards — if observed rigidly 
— by limiting contributions and 
insisting on disclosuré of financ- 
ing sources. Enforcement of pres- 
ent laws — not new legislation — 
is the most promising avenue to 
fair elections. 


‘SB-1188 sets forth 
+ Set ing all parts of the 
state in some junior college 
district by Aug. 1, 1974.

Unless local action is initiated 
by filing 9 petition with the 
Illinois Junior College Board 
prior to July 1, 1973, the 
determination of assignment to 
a new or existing junior college 
district is placed in the hands of 
the Illinois Junior College 


Provisions are made (a) for a 

hearing for areas not satisfied 
. with the district to which 

are assigned and (b) for a 
referendum for areas wishing to 
vote on the proposed annexation 
after the hearing. 

Timetable set forth in SB-1188 
(R.A, 77-1822): 

Through July 1, 1973— 

Annexation procedures are in 
effect and “remain applicable 
to proceedings commenced 
thereunder before that date.” 
These 2 


procedures gre: 

(2) By petition to annex 
signed by two-thirds of the 
resident voters, or of the lan- 
downers if there are no 
residents, of a compact and 
contiguous territory proposed to 
be annexed. 

(2) By election called upon 
petition signed by one-fifth or 
500, whichever is less, of the 
resident voters of a compact 
and contiguous territory 
proposed to be annexed. 

New districts may be formed 
by local initiative which meet 
the new minimum population 
(60,000) and assessed valuation 
¢$150,000,000) requirements 
with the approval of the Ilinois 
Junior College Board and the 
Minois Board of Higher 
Education. 

July 1, 1972 to Dee. 1, 1973— 

The Board of Education of 
non-junior college territory 
which adjoins two or more 
junior college districts may file 
a resolution with the IJCB 
designating the junior college 
district to which the Board of 
Education desires that territory 
to be annexed.

School here, Belleville or Godfrey? 


Information compiled by the 
Junior College Study Com- 
mittee formed by the Tri-Cities 
Area Chamber of Commerce: 

By Aug. 1, 1974, the state of 
Mlinois requires all areas to be 
included in a junior college 
district and to share in its 
financial cost by tax revenues. 

This means that residents of 
the Quad-Cities will be-paying 
taxes for a new taxing entity in 
addition to those they now 
carry. 

The Chamber of Commerce, 
for the past 12 months, has been 
attempting to resolve this 
problem in order to see that 
adult educational services, 
including the first two years of 
college baccalaureate subjects, 
are readily accessible and at 
the least possible cost to local 
taxpayers. 

This study has been joined by 
the voluntary group of business 
leaders who meet monthly 
under sponsorship of the 
Granite City Rotary Club. 

In order to meet the statutory 
deadline of August 1974, the 
Minois Junior College Board 
required all petitions for an- 
nexation to existing districts or 
future creation of new districts, 
to have been filed by July 1, 
1973. 

In addition, local school 
boards may adopt a resolution 
stating to which district this 
area prefers to be annexed. This 
resolution must be adopted by 
Dec. 1 of this year. 

Any area not taking such 
procedures will be assigned to a 
district by act of the Illinois 
Junior College Board in 
January 1974. 

The Illinois State Board has 
considered many options 
available to the Quad-Cities and 
they are generally as follows: 

1. Create a new district for the 
immediate area if minimum 
assessed valuations and 
standard population can be met. 

2. Annex to Lewis & Clark 
Junior College District 

3. Annex to Belleville Junior 
College District. 

‘The study groups explored the 
first alternative and attempted 
to encourage Collinsville to join 
this area in forming our own 
district—and utilizing to the 
extent possible, the land, 
faculty and facilities of the 
Southern Illinois University 
campus in Edwardsville. 

While this possible 
arrangement with SIUE was 
discouraged initially by the 
IJCB, an amendment to the 
state law, sponsored by Sen. 
Sam Vadalabene, made this a 
legal possibility and revived the 
interest of the IJCB in such an 
arrangement. 

Due to the previous lack of 
encouragement by the IJCB, 
Collinsville in June of this year 
adopted a resolution/stating a 
prefenence to join Belleville

Junior College. 

A petition for the Quad- 
Cities alone to form their own 
district, with a working 
relaionship with SIUE was 
filed before the July 1 
deadline and will be acted 
upon by the State Board at its 
Oct. 19 meeting. 

The petition is solely to 
request permission to allow the 
residents of this area to vote 
whether or not they wish a 
district of their own. 

If the petition is approved, a 
vote of the residents will be 
required; and if the vote is 
against forming the new 
district, this area will then be 
assigned to an existing district. 

The study groups have 
favored as a second alternative 
annexation to Belleville Junior 
College, whose 25-year history 
evidences stable and fiscally 
sound institution. 

The distance to Belleville 
Junior College is approximately 
the same as the distance to the 
Godfrey campus of Lewis & 
Clark Junior College. 

The Quad-Cities at this time 
do not abut the Belleville 
district. Until this provision was 
changed: in. September, an- 
néxation was not possible unless 
Collinsville was first allowed to 
join the Belleville district, 
which would then give common 
boundary lines. 

Lewis & Clark Junior College 
is experiencing extremely 
heavy costs, perhaps partially 
due to the fact that it came into 
existence only a few years ago. 

The uncertainty ‘of future 
operational cost factors of 
Lewis & Clark, its contined 
growth to the north of Godfrey 
and into Greene, Pike, Calhoun 
and Jersey Counties, its need to 
spend its finances to improve its 
Godfrey campus, were all 
factors determined unfavorable 
for us to recommend Lewis & 
Clark Junior College as a 
second alternative. 

An expressed willingness by 
Lewis & Clark to make adult 
educational courses, liberal 
arts as well as vocational 
courses, available in the Quad- 
Cities area would weigh heavily 
upon the study groups in their 
future consideration as to which 
district this area shold join. 
However, there have been no 
such commitments by Lewis & 
Clark, e 

In July 1973, members of the 
IJCB staff suggested that if 
Collinsville, Edwardsville and 
the Quad-Cities could work 
together in creating a new 
district with facilities to be 
located on the campus of SIUE, 
and. with vocational training 
within the communities 
themselves, then in the aor 
of the staff a good urban 
college district could be 
created. 

Collinsville and Edwardsville

have not readily responded to 
this possibility and it appears 
that it may not come into 
reality. 

The LJCB staff has stated that 
it will recommend against the 
petition to form a new district 
comprised ‘solely of the Quad- 
Cities, due to the assessed 
valuation and the anticipated 
tax revenues required to 
maintain a junior college. 

The 1972 tax rate (1973 
collection) for Belleville Junior 
College was 20.9 cents per $100 
valuation as compared with 27.4 
for Lewis & Clark. 

The approximate assessed 
valuation for Belleville Junior 
College is $500 million as 
compared to Lewis & Clark's 
$690 million. 

The proposed tax rate for a 
new local district would be 20 
cents and assessed valuation 
approximately $275 million. 

The existing master plan 
for higher education in Hlinois 
eventually requires the fresh- 
man and sophomore years of 
college to be provided through 
junior: college district and not 
through existing major 
universities, such as the 
University of Ilinois and 
Southern Illinois University. 

It is, therefore, vital to the 
Quad-Cities, in order to insure 
availability of college classes 
and adult vocational and 
occupational courses, that 
this area decide now the best 
junior college district to meet 
these needs. 

If Edwardsville and-or 
Collinsville were part of the 
proposed district, it would have 
the potential of making an 
excellent junior college district. 

Without one or both of these 
communities, its assessed 
valuation and tion would 
be marginal but its control and 
testing would be controlled by 
local people for local people. 

If the proposed Southwestern 
Junior College should be formed 
there needs to be a great deal of 
cooperation and mutually 
beneficial agreements between 
the junior college and SIUE. 
This we believe could be ac- 
complished.

Visit to ancient tombs 
described to Travelers 


Travelers Abroad opened its 
fall season last week at Prather 
Junior High School, with Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry R. Johnson of 
Madison showing pictures of 
their recent trip to the Nile 
Valley and the Sinai Peninsula. 

Johnson descride the cliff 
tombs on the Theban 
Necropolis, a cemetery in 
southern Egypt, where the 
burial site of a little-known 
king, Tutakhamun (King Tut), 
is located. 

The sepulchere, modest in 
structure, was filled with a 
fabulous ‘array of gold, silver 
and precious stones’ when 
discovered intact in 1924 by 
Lord Carnarvon and Howard 
Carter, Johnson said. 

Only its obscure. location 
saved the tomb from ran- 
sacking by grave robbers as 
occurred at burial sutes of other 
ancient Pharaohs, the speaker 


explained. He noted that stone 
clippings thrown out by work- 
men excavating the tomb of a 
a successor to King Tut buried 
the smaller sepulchre below, 
enabling the tomb to remain 
untouched for 3,000 years. 

“The first great shock that 
tourists in Egypt encounter is 
the enormous number of poor, 
blind people,” Johnson said. ‘In 
my entire life, [have never seen 
so many persons who ane 
sightless,” he added. 

Mrs. Johnson provided an 
interesting narrative of a long, 
arduous train ride to Cairo. She 
said the railway car was 
“horribly overcrowded” and 
the trip was made through a 
blinding sandstorm.

McKendree College’s 1973-74 
financial goal of $190,000 is the 
highest in the school’s history, 
but directors of the fund drive 
expect to raise even more than 
that. ‘ 

“Because of our success last 
year—and we feel successful 
because we came within $2,000 
of our goal—we have every 
anticipation of going over the 
goal during this campaign,” 
said Raymond Devery, vice- 
president of development at 
McKendree.

Q. Overburdened small-home 
owners are on the verge of a tax 
revolt because ever-increasing 
real estate taxes are forcing them 
out of their homes and because 
appeals for relief have fallen on 
deaf ears. Working class people 
are saying: We understand that 
we should pay our fair share of 
real estate taxes and we don't 
object to that, But we are sick 
and tired of the fat cats getting 
off scot-free while our property 
taxes go up, and up, and up. Tax 
the big boys, then we'll come in 
and pay our fair share, What can 
be done? 

A. Nobody yet has come up 
with a formula that will provide 
for a freeze and at the same time 
provide headroom for school 
districts and areas that are newly 
developing, where new homes 
are being built, and where you 
must have more policemen and 
firemen, plus more schools. 

T would love to see a property 
tax freeze that would,be equit- 
able to everyone. But we don't 
have such a formula and, until 
we get one, all I can say is: We'll 
keep on trying. 

A major problem is assess- 
ments. They are not being 
imposed equitably all over this 
state. Some large taxpayers are 
getting away with murder in 
terms of their assessments. We 
will go a long way toward 
producing a more equitable 
system if we can make sure that 
all property is assessed uni- 
formly and that the big plant 
does not get a break that the 
home owner does not get. 

Q. You mentioned before 
that you weren't going to 
increase taxes, or you hoped you 
would not have to, What kind of

funding will be coming in the 
near future\— let’s say the next 
two or three years - for monies 
to the school districts, since we 
have such a problem these days 
to get bond issues approved by 
the voters? 

A. Funding for education is a 
problem. The largest increase 
that I proposed in my budget for 
this current fiscal year was for 
education - $134 million more 
than last year. That's the largest 
increase in Dlinois history with- 
out an increase in taxes. This 
enabled us to-move up sub- 
stantially from about 38 percent 
to 40 percent the state’s share of 
the cost of primary and second- 
ary education, I hope that we 
can continue to make that kind 
of progress. But I do have to say 
this about education. The state 
is pouring more and more 
money into education and I 
think it should, but I think the 
people are also entitled to ask: 
How is this money being spent? 
Because in some areas of this 
state, while there is a vast 
increase of money, kids haven't 
learned even to read, as well as 
they should. The quality of 
education is not being improved. 
I see money being wasted in the 
Chicago school system. They are 
spending millions of dollars on 
administration - dollars that 
should be out there in the front 
line of education, which is the 
classroom and the teacher. The 
big city school systems have got 
to change that. I will keep on 
fighting to increase the state’s 
share every year and also to cut 
down on the administration 
drain. And, boy, it’s a drain. 

Q. Hlinois is ranked almost at 
the bottom in the amount of 


acres of outdoor recreation land 
per capita in the U.S. The past 
two administrations had a policy 
of acquiring more land. I didn’t 
notice anything in your budget 
where you allowed for this. 

A. We have provided funds 
for more land acquisition — but I 
think there has been too little 
attention paid to using our 
money to open up that land 
right away for people who want 
to get out of doors. The people I 
talk to don’t want manicured 
parks. They would just as soon 
go out and walk through the 
woods. They don’t care about 
having a great big fancy comfort 
station as long as there are 
reasonably good facilities. I'm 
dedicated to seeing that we use 
the resources we have now -- to 
open up that land that has been 
banked and make it usable. At 
the same time we will continue a 
reasonable program of acquiring 
land.

Governor completes action 
on 1,114 legislative bills 


Gov. Dan Walker last week 
completed action on 1,114 bills 
sent to him by the 78th Illinois 
General Assembly during its 
last session from Jan. 10 to 
July 2 

By law the governor had until 
Sept. 23 to complete action on 
the bills. He completed action 
‘on Sept. 21 

Of the 1,114 bills passed, 658 
were House bills and 456 Senate 
bills. The governor approved 
544 House bills and 341 Senate 
bills. One House bill was filed 
without his signature. One bill 
which he vetoed was overriden 
by the General Assembly, 
becoming a law. 

Gov. Walker vetoed 78 House 


bills and 81 Senate bills; retur- 
ned with specific recom- 
mendation for changes 27 House 
bills, two of which became law 
when the General Assembly 
agreed to the recom- 
mendations. 

He returned 12 Senate bills; 


reduced the appropriation on* 


five House bills and 10 Senate 
bills; vetoed in part six Senate 
bills 
propriation and vetoed in part 
two House bills and six Senate 
bills. 


The 78th General Assembly 
will reconvene Oct. 15 to recon- 
sider bills returned and vetoed 
by the governor.

Zip code usage grows 


The zip code—the five digit 
number following the state in 
United States addresses—now 
appears on more than 8 per 
cent of first class mail, ac- 
cording to the postmasters of 
the Quad-Cities. 

‘They said the coding of mail 
has become even more im- 
portant in recent months with a 
growing share of first class 
letters sorted on machines 
equi with the Zip Mail 
Translator (ZMT). 

“With this computerized unit, 
the letter sorting machine 
operator simply keys the zip 
code apy on the en 
velope,”” postal officials said. 
“The zip code is then translated 
so the envelope is routed to the 
bin which will give it the best 


transportation. 

Previously, postal clerks 
were required to learn the 
complex local and regional 
sorting schemes that are now 
carried in the ZMT computer. 

Zip code usage is running 
about 85 per cent on first class 
mail going from one business to 
another. 


“The mail from the average 
family to businesses does much 
better, however, with the 
percentages nearing 90 per 
cent. This reflects the near

Zip code use by other classes 
of mail includes: Airmail let- 
ters, 91 per cent, and parcel 
post, 96 per cent. The use of the 
zip code has been mandatory 
since 1967 for second class and 
bulk third class rates. 

The postmasters explained 
the five zip code digits as ‘‘a 
telescopic sequence,” focusing 
‘on successively smaller areas. 
The first digit points to a 
geographically large area, the 
second and third digits to one of 
556 sectional centers—key post 
offices which serve 30 to 200 or 
more smaller post offices—or to 
one major city post office. The 
last two digits stand for the post 
office or postal station of 
ultimate destination. 

For example, zip number 
21750 means that the letter is 
bound for the Middle Atlantic 
states—represented by the 
figure 2. The digits 17 single out 
the Frederick sectional center 
in Maryland. Accordingly, the 
sorter deposits the letter into an 
outgoing 217 pouch. 

The letter, together with all 
other 217 labeled mail arrives at 
Frederick, and other sorters re- 
route the letter to its 
destination—Hancock, Md., as 
specified by the digits 50.
